The case of the state vs. Buchite! was 
argued to the jury this afternoon and 
it was expected that it would go to the 
jury this evening. 
The evidence was 
closed shortly after l l o’clock this fore 
noon and County Attorney Warner ad­ 
dressed the jury for the state, closing 
his remarks at tho noon intermission. 
After court set Attorney Ryan spoke 
for tho defense, claiming the shooting 
was accidently and without careless­ 
ness. 
The charge of tho judgo had not 
been delivered when the paper went to 
press. 
The jury in the trial of Win. Buchite 
for tho shooting of Louis Kliug was 
completed shortly after 5 o’clock M on­ 
day evening, being composed as above. 
On tho reassembling of court Monday 
afternoon the members of the regular 
panel that had been on the Heath case 
wen1 examined and several additional 
jurors obtained. 
Tho 
special 
venire 
was then taken up and the jury secured, 
those on tho special venire being then 
excused for the term. 
In .securing tho jury a largo number 
of men were examined. 
John 
Out!, 
John J. Stearns, N\ R. Bowman and ll. 
M. Johnson were challenged for cause 
and the challenge was admitted and 
they were excused 
A.A. Graham, John Drake, Henry 
Terhaar and Andrew Lind were challe­ 
nged, the 
challenge denied, juryman 
examined and the challenge found true 
in each case and they wore each ex­ 
cused by the court. 
Florni Senti was 
excused by the court. 
Albert Thorsen 
was peremptorily challenged by the de­ 
fendant. 
A. F. Gunderson was excused bocaur-e 
o! lack of knowledge of the English 
language. 
Goo. Bock, a farmer from east of the 
city was accepted as a jury after a tilt 
or two with the lawyers which caused a 
ripple of amusement to pass around the 
court room at the expense of tho legal 
gentlemen. 
When asked as to having 
had business relations with any of tho 
attorneys in the ease he stated that ho 
‘had no use for lawyers.’’ 
Adam Tautges a farmer from Crow 
Wing would put cow bells on the hunt­ 
ers to prevent accidents, but was never­ 
theless peremptorily challenged by the 
state. 
Charles Stanley, a farmer living in 
Oak Lawn, was also accepted, com plet­ 
ing the jury. 
The case was opened for the stato by 
County Attorney Warner who stated 
briefly what the state proposed to prove 
namely that Kling came to his death by 
being shot by Win. Buchite in mistake 
for a deer. 
George Wilmott was the first witness 
sworn. 
He told of starting out hunting 
with Louis Kling the morning of N o ­ 
vember lith , the day of the accident 
and traced their steps up to the time he 
heard the shot and the cries for help. 


He went at once to the spot from which 
the cries came and found Kling lying 
on the ground his head in Buchite’s 
lap, 
As ho came up Buchite said, “My 
God, I’ve shot Louis by mistake.” 
He 
stated that Kling wanted him to hurry 
and get help to take him home as he 
wanted to see his wife and mother be­ 
fore he died. 
W ilmot went to get help, 
going first to a farm houso about a mile 
away. 
The man was gone to neighbor's 
about a redo further and ho followed 
him there. 
When he returned he found 
Kling at the farm house, he having 
been carried there in the meantime by 
Phil Provo, C. Walters, Ben Brooks, Roy 
Kimball and Burehite. 
Kling was then 
put in a sled and taken to Cross Lake, 
where he died the 16th. 
He stated that 
Kling was dressed in black but carried 
a game sack made out of a seamless 
grain sack. which was slung on his left 
side when they started, about as high 
as the waist. 
He also swore that Kling 
told him before he died that ho had 
“jumped a deer" 
right 
there where he 
was shot, not over two minutes before 
the accident. 
Tho 
shooting uncured 
three miles northeast of Cross [jake. 
Attorney Ryan attempted to show up­ 
on crossexamination, by negative evi 
donee, that Buchite was a careful man. 
Judgo McClenahan ruled tho questions 
out of order but permitted Mr. Ryan to 
reserve tho right to bring the matter up 
later and bring authorities in support of 
his contention. 
Roy Kimball was the next 
witness. 
He and Phil Provo, d ia s . Walters and 
Ben Brooks were from three quarters 
to a mile from 
the place of shooting 
when they heard tho shot and cries and 
started in that direction. 
After hear­ 
ing Wilmott answer all turned back ex ­ 
cept Walters who wonton end on reach 
ing Buchite and Kling ho called to the 
rest 
who came up. 
Witness 
heard 
Buchite say, he shot Kling accidently. 
Tho party made a stretcher of their coats 
and carried 
Kling to the home of a 
farmer where they placed him close to 
a tire. 
A biod soon came and they took 
him to (Toss Lake to his home, where 
he afterwards died. 
The court then adjourned to 7:30 in 
tho evening 
After supper the examination of Roy 
Kimball was continued and completed. 
Dr. J. L. Camp was called and testi­ 
fied as to the nature of the wound and 
the cause of death, and as to certain ad­ 
missions made to him by Burehite as to 
him shooting in mistake for a deer. 
Chris Kling, a brother of tho deceased 
was examined and swore to similiar ad­ 
missions on the part of Burehite. 
d ia s . Walters was sworn and

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The meeting of the city council Mon­ 
day evening attracted more than the 
usual number of spectators and when 
the elect on of a mayor to fill the va 
Caney created by tho resignation of 
Mayor Halsted beearn a the order of busi­ 
ness tho audience chamber of tho city 
hall was well filled with prominent bus­ 
iness mon of the city. 
The members were 
a little slow in 
gathering at Monday’s meeting and it 
was 
7:45 whoa 
President Johnson 
rapped to order with all prosent except 
Aldermen Baker and harrison, w ho 
came in before reading the minutes of 
tho provous, regular and special m eet­ 
ings of 
Dec. 2fith was concluded. 
Re­ 
ports of City Clerk Spencer, judge of 
municipal court, chief of police, the tire 
chief, and others vvero read and approved 
after which tho reading and allowing of 
the usual grist of bills had tho right of 
way for a time and some amusing inci­ 
dents cropped 
out even 
during so 
prosaic a business as this. 
When tho 
bill of Si Hall was under consideration 
calling for payment for plowing snow, 
there was a variation 
in tho usual 
“move that the bill be allowed as A l­ 
derman Fogelstrom wanted to bo shown 
where Mr. Hall received his authority 
for doing tho work. 
Some explanations 
were made, but the bill 
was arrested 
right there and on motion was referred 
to the street comrnitte. 
Another bill for 25 cents for some 
small article of merchandise which had 
been bought for the city was referred 
to tho purchasing committee, 
while 
the members smiled. 
Somo discussion 
was then indulged in about the payment 
of bills which were not “o. k’d." 
When the approval of bonds of city of­ 
ficers was under consideration, Attor­ 
ney Folk made one point that the bond 
of City Clerk Spencer was based on 
representations made the bonding com ­ 
pany as to tho duties to be performed 
by tho clerk, and said that he could not 
pass on the bond until ho knew what 
thoso representations were and it was 
decided to write to the company for a 
copy of the conditions under which the 
bond was issued.
